The promoting company is 
under the management of the Walter 
T: Varney Fiving School and is cap- 
italized at $500,000. Public 
tion of the service April & will be un- 
der direction of the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce and Califor- 
nians, Inc. 

Four hours from San Francisco to 
Los Angeles from the time of call by 
telephone to final destination by taxi 
service and one hour to Sacramento 
are typical time schedules set by the 
operators of the “air taxi.” The com- 
pany has applied for national regis- 
tration entitling it to transport pas- 
sengers, freight and parcels any- 
where. The charge for passengers 
will be 40 cents a mile: The present 
limousine service to Los Angeles is 
about 35 cents a mile. Two passen- 
gers riding in the air taxi would be 
charged 20 cents a mile each. 

Like the transcontinental air mail, 
this venture is experimental but 
expected to prove feasible.

BRITISH CHIEF OF 
RHINE tN LONDON 


Cabinet Considers How Cologne 


Shall Be

LONDON, Jan. 29--The German 
note to the Allies on the evacuation 
Cologne, which was. published 
here vesterday, has been followed by 
the arrival in London of Gen. J. P 
Du Cane, who commands the British 
Army of the Rhine. This naturallv” 
given rise to rumors that the 
intend to evacuate Cologne 
at early date, and while such 
rumors are undoubtediv” incorrect. 
it is equally certain that the question 
of how evacuation be carried 
out when the time comes, under 
the ideration of the British au- 
thorities 

This is takep well-informed 
circles to mean that the British Gov 
ernment feels confident the early 
compliance by Germany with the 
conditions to be laid down in the 
interallied note on treaty fulfillment 
which is to be sent as soon the 
Allied Military Control Commis- 
sions report is received. This in 
turn indicates the belief that the 
Sritish will not be a party any 
impvussible conditions being laid 
down in the note. 

Consequently it is generally antici- 
pated (hat the framing of the note in 
question may be a matter 
erable difficulty, in view of the fact 
of the British attitude toward the 
Geneva arbitration protocol, and: the 
whole question of French security is 
still in the melting pot. On the ques-

Iexplaining WW hy the Croodvear Lep- 
pelin Corporation, a subsidiary of the

“The most important consideration 
is that the airship reaches its highest 
efficiency in the larger units.

In 1881, before the 
rebellion, the total population of the 
Sudan ig estimated to have been 
about 9.000.000.

The reasons for the decline were 
ihe constant intertribal firhts and 
ravages of famine. and, last, but not 
least, the depredations of the slave 
traders.

Slave Trade of Long Standing 

The slave trade. of course, was not 
merely a legacy of the Mahdi's re- 
bellion.

EDITORIALS 


Senator Butler’s exceedingly able speech of 
last Tuesday night was, of course, the expres- 
| sion of partisan convic- 
tions before a distinctly 
partisan audience. The 
orator and his hearers 
and alike believed that the 
Idealism political problems of the 

_ moment could best be 

. _.) solved, and the work of 

the Government most 

efficiently performed, by the Republican Party 

continuing in office and strengthened by win- 

ning the adhesion of the millions of citizens 

whom the Senator rightly described as having 

no fixed political home and recognizing no 
party. control. 

In the recent presidential election the vast 
majority of these political independents cast 
their votes for the Republican ticket. Whether 
this was due to confidence in the party which 
the Massachusetts Senator now eulogizes, or 
to the conviction that President Coolidge was 
zreater than his party, and had the genius and 
the determination to lead it out of the morass 
in which for the moment it seemed to be en- 
culfed, is a matter concerning which political 
wiseacres differ. Enough to say’that a great 
independent following flocked to the President, 
that at present it shows every sign of adhering 
to his support, and that the plea of the Massa- 
chusetts Senator for such a policy as shall tie 
this independent following permanently to the 
party is both wise and patriotic. 

In a speech which was refreshingly free troin 
high-sounding generalities, Senator Butler did 
not fail to express explicitly his convictions as 
to the policies upon which -/his party should 
invite support. Perhaps no paragraphs were 
more full of vital significance than these:

The couitry today cails tor a leadership practical in 


its Manifestations. but idealistic in its ambitions. We 
cannot ignore this, even if we would. 

We must recognize that while our party is not relieved 
of any of its obligations to persist in its demand for the 
reduction of national expenditures and the development 
_of efficiency in government, it must be ready to forward 
«nd sustain with equal enthusiasm sound humanitarian 
movements for the betterment of all the people in the 


‘ountry. 

The demand for the outlawry of war is not only 
country-wide, but world-wide. It is just, and to the 
accomplishment of that ideal we should bring all our 
ability and resolution. . ; 

Never has it been more necessary tor the 
statesman to maintain the nice balance be- 
iween the practical and the ideal than today. 
We like to describe the American people as 
idealists, and in the best sense of the word 
they are. But their idealism is wisely tempered 
hy common sense. If their heads be in the 
heavens, their feet are on solid earth. The con- 
crete moral issue, for example, of the outlawry 
of war which Senator Butler cites is a striking 
instance of the combination of the ideal with 
the practical. It is a forward step in civiliza- 
tion demanded by every great progressive force 
in the world. If initiated by the United States, 
it will be hailed all over Europe as the bright 
promise of that reliet.from the burden of arma- 
ments and the ever-present dread of war which 
more than any single tactor delays the restora- 
tion of European prosperity. 

Attended by its essential instrument, tie 
World Court, the outlawry of war will do more 
to stabilize world conditions than any of the 
numerous international propositions now under 
public discussion. It is an encouraging and 
stimulating thing to find a man of Senator 
Butler's standing and influence thus openly 
committed to its advocacy. That was at once 
true idealism and practical politics. It will go 
far to tie the independent vote to the Repub- 
lican Party.

ber that the plan as it 
is in Operation in the Colorado mines was de- 
veloped by Mr. W. L. Mackenzie King, the pres- 
ent Premier of Canada. and introduced there by 
John D. Rockefeller Jr., in the year 1913, or 
twelve years ago. Since 1919 the operation of 
the plan, in Colorado and elsewhere where it 
has been introduced, has been studied by repre- 
sentatives of the Russell Sage Foundation. The 
results of this study have recently been made 
public by the issuance of a summary of an 
extended report soon to be published. 

lt is the conclusion of these investigators 
that the plan has proved only a partial suc- 
The general observation-is made that 
in those large industries where it has been 
adopted, working and living conditions have 
been materially bettered. This would indicate 
that some actual progress has been made. But 
despite this, it is made quite plain that there 
still remain, as between Capital on the one 
side and Labor on the other, especially as they 
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CESS, 


seem to affect employers and emplovees in the 


coal-mining industry, those causes, or supposed 
causes, of perennial strife and controversy. 

The end sought in this study is worthy of the 
createst effort. Industrial representation, as 
exemplified, for instance, in the Colorado 
mines, has been accepted quite generally as 
ihe basis for many related activities, such as 
the shop committees, works councils, welfare 
organizations, and some other less advertised 
methods by which it is hoped to compose the 
traditional! differences between the wage earn- 
ers and their employers. 

The difficulty seems to be, particularly in the 
Colorado industry, that while the emplovees are 
somewhat more than nominally represented in 
councils which discuss and settle matters of 
policy in management, in provisions for the 
safety of workers. in relation to hours and 
shifts. in care for the safety of those in hazard- 
ous positions, and a hundred or more matters 
of greater or less importance, their judgements 
are not always heeded or seriously deferred to.

In a word, there is not that actual representa- 
tion which is contemplated and which, infer- 
entially, it has been agreed that there should be. 

Perhaps, as is intimated, this is the fault of 
the workers’ representatives, rather than of the 
employers. This brief observation by Miss Mary 
van Kleeck, director of the foundation's de- 
partment of industrial studies, is illuminating: 

The lesson for industry generally in the experierce 
of this company is that giving werkmen a voice in the 
management of industry is decidedly a step toward per- 
manent industrial peace and efficiency, but the measure 
ol suceess to be attained by an employees’ representa- 
tion plan depends on the sincerity and intelligence with 
which the plan is carried out by foremen, superinten:- 
ents and higher administrative officials. 

Organized labor, as represented in the 
miners’ unions and the American Federation 
of Labor, probably would find no difficulty in 
pointing out what they regard as the weak 
places in the plan. The unions have always 
insisted that employees’ representation in indus- 
try tends to weaken the hold of their organiza- 
tions on the workers because it sets up, at least 
theoretically, “company unions,” designed pri- 
marily to displace or replace the labor unions. 
This may be why, as. the report shows, the 
miners in the Colorado district are not assured, 
or pretend not to be assured, that their repre- 
sentatives have the power to protect them in 
decisions establishing wage scales and fixing 
conditions of employment. This, it would seem, 
is the gist of the whole matter. Until it is made 
to appear that there is this effective representa- 
tion, the practical utility of ‘the plan has not 
been affirmatively proved.

included saivation by the spinning wheel, and 
manual labor as the only qualification for the 
franchise, it consummated his surrender to the 
Swarajist program of Mr. C. R. Das and Mr. 
Motilal Nehru. Mr. Gandhi, indeed, has openly 
declared that his personal influence was waning 
and that he was not a safe guide for politicians, 
and it seems likely that in future his authority 
will center in a social and religious rather than

the political sphere. 


so ends therefore, probably, the political 
phase of one of the most remarkable careers 
of modern times. Mr. Gandhi first came to the 
front as a leader of the Indian immigrants into 
South Africa twenty years ago. Then he re- 
turned to India, where he rapidly won a reputa- 
tion for the saintliness and asceticism of his 
life. He led the movement for the reform of 
Hinduism, denouncing without compromise the 
evils of caste and untouchability, and endeavor- 
ing to permeate the ancient teaching of the 
Indian sages with a Christian leaven. For a 
while he was a«*supporter of British rule, as 
being necessary to give order and unity to the 
varied races and nationalities of the immense 
population of India. But the savagery of the 
war, the Amritsar massacre, the preaching of 
self-determination, the spread of socialist and 
anti-capitalist philosophy, and sympathy with 
the Muhammadans in their objection to the 
way that Turkey was treated bv the Allies, 
threw him into the opposite camp. 

In his effort to free India from what he con- 
ceived to be the contamination of the material- 
istic West, he became the leader of the non- 
co-operation party. That party pledged itself to 
refuse all co-operation with the Government in 
the hope that, by making administration impos- 
sible through non-violent resistance, it would 
force the British to leave India to govern itself. 
The program proved utterly unpractical. 

At a fairly early stage some of Mr. Gandhi's 
followers began to doubt the political wisdom 
of his methods. They were no less anxious for 
Indian self-government than he., But they 
realized that non-cooperation simply lett the 
Indian moderates and the British officials in 
complete control of the machinery of govern- 
ment-.as established under the reformed Consti- 
tution of 1919. Thus was formed the Swaraj 
Party, which took advantage of the elections 
of 1923 to try to capture a majority in the new 
councils on the program of “wrecking the re- 
forms from within.” When Mr. Gandhi was 
released from jail, nearly a year ago, he pro- 
tested against the abandonment of non-cooper- 
ation, but. after a meeting with the leader of 
the Bengal Swarajists, Mr. C. R. Das, he signed 
a pact which was the beginning of that sur- 
render which has now been made complete. 
The policy of Swaraj has triumphed over that 
of non-cooperation, and the evidence is over- 
whelming that practical experience in the 
councils is bringing home to the Swarajists that 
the policy of wrecking, like that of non-cooper- 
ation, must give place to more constitutional 
methods if the cause of Indian self-government 
is to make any real advance. 

Much as Mr. Gandhi learned from the Chris- 
tian West, he clearly never learned the funda- 
mental political lesson which Europe was 
taught by its experiences of the Reformation 
era. He never learned that you cannot make 
politics do the work of religion without bad 
effects on both. Mr. Gandhi is fundamentally 
a social and religious reformer. The way in 
which he has challenged the worst traditions 
in Hinduism is beyond all praise. He has left 
a mark on Indian thought which will probably 
never be erased. But when he went into poli- 
tics he completely failed. 

Religion makes its appeal, an utterly uncom- 
promising appeal, to the individual. Politics 
deals with the community, and the laws which 
the state can pass, and to which it can compe! 
obedience under pain of various penalties, ob- 
viously can only be such as the majority ap- 
prove and will voluntarily obey. Mr. Gandhi's 
sphere is clearly the religious rather than the 
political, and experience has found in his case,

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as in many others, that the way in which the 
vision of the mountain top can be established 
among men is by inducing the dwellers in the 
valley to climb the mountain, and not by using 
the machinery of the state to impose upon 
them ideals they have not glimpsed

tofore regarded 
lessly the matter of 
amending, in the man- 
ner provided, the funda- 
mental law upon which 
the structure of their 
democracy rests. It is 
claimed by those who 
have, either successfully or unsuccessfully, op- 
posed the adoption of suggested amendments 
to the Constitution, that it has been made 
altogether too easy to initiate and adopt these 
changes. But the facts do not verify such a 
claim. It is no simple matter, and indeed it 
might be said to be impossible, to enlist the 
support of two-thirds of the members of both 
houses of Congress and the approval of the 
legislatures of three-fourths of the states for a 
constitutional amendment that was unwise, or 
Vicious, or undemocratic. 

The process of constitution making, like that 
of legislation by the action of those to whom 
the people have delegated temporary authority, 
is one of building. It would not be insisted that 
it is wise in laying down the foundation to a 
vreat structure to make it impossible, or even 
extremely difficult, to broaden or extend the 
substructure. This would be unwise and 
shortsighted as would be a provision that, all 
wisdom having been expressed in laws already 
enacted, Congress and the state legislatures 
should neither amend existing statutes nor pass 
new ones. The reasonable hope and expecta- 
tion is that an enlightened free people will pro- 
gress in their understanding of what law is 
and in a realization of better means 
methods of self-government. 

An effort is being made in Congress to bring 
about the passage, during the present short ses- 
sion, if possible, of what is Known as the Wads- 
worth amendment, proposed by the senior 
United States Senator from New. York. It is the 
admitted design of this amendment to make 
further changes in the fundamental law of the 
land much more difficult. [t is interesting to 
observe that many of the supporters of the 
Wadsworth proposal are who did not 
favor the adoption of either the prohibition or 
equal suffrage amendments. Perhaps in Jeffer- 
son's time they would have been called anti- 
federalists. They claim to oppose what they 
insist Is a growing tendency toward centraliza- 
tion. 

But it is apparent that neither of the 
great reforms which have recently been realized 
by the American people could have been mad: 
effective state or Tocal enactments. The 
futilitv. of local option in dealing with th. 
saloon is a convineing example. The extension 
of the right of suffrage to women by individual! 
states could not bestow upon women the right 
to vote upon national issues-or for candidates 
for federal offices. It can hardly be claimed that, 
because the founders and Constitution builders 
did not believe it wise or necessary to provide 
for national prohibition or for participation by 
women in the affairs of government one hun- 
dred and fiftv vears ago, the time would never 
come when these very things would be beth 
desirable and necessary. 

Thus viewed it does not appear that 
centralization of government, the thing more 
than tacitly urged by the friends of the Wads- 
worth plan, is the need of the hour. The more 
insistent need is for uniformity of laws, and it 
has been proved that this cannot be attained, in 
the solving ot admittedly nationalistic prob- 
lems, by local or state enactments. There is a 
convincing answer to the plea of the promoters 
of this. particular plan, that henceforth anv 
amendment proposed for ratification shall be 
voted upon, not as at present by legislatures al- 
ready elected, but conventions especially 
chosen or by the people themselves, in the facet 
that neither the Kighteenth or Nineteenth 
Amendment, nor any other previously adopted, 
has been popularly repudiated by the people 
of a single state.

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“LL. a Hungarian Restoration Imminent? 
To the Editor of The Christian Science Monitor: 

In a recent issue of the Monitor appears a letter under 
the caption “Is a Hungarian Restoration Imminent?” and 
written by Alice Stone Blackwell. In it the writer refers 
to Countess Karolyi as an authority on Hungarian affairs, 
and makes certain statements which are without founda- 
tion, 

While | have not the slightest doubt of the good faith 
of the writer of the letter referred to, there are very 
grave doubts of the veracity of Countess Karolyi. The 
stutements attributed to her are so monstrous that, as a 
self-respecting Hungarian, | cannot leave them without 
remark. 

In the first place Count Karolyi was not the only Hun- 
gurian nobleman opposed to the entry of the Dual Mon- 
archy into the war. As official documents disclosed since 
the armistice, there was. among others, Count Stephen 
Tisza. Premier of Hungary ut that time, who, during the 
last Cabinet meeting before the outbreak of the war, vigor- 
ously registered his opposition, but was outvoted by his 
Austrian colleagues. 

It is also untrue that the Hungarian people ever had 
unv great desire for the republican form of government. 
The people supported Count Karolyi because he prom- 
ised to secure an honorable peace for his country, and not 
for his republican ideas. In spite of this support, it is 
extremely doubtful whether he ever would have succeeded 
in becoming Prime Minister, if the mild and peaceful 
King Charles had resorted to force. 

The statement of the Countess that the Hungarian 
rovalists allied against her husband with the Bolsheviki 
ix simply ridiculous. Everybody who lived in Hungary 
during his nightmare régime could testify that Count 
Karolyi and his adherents are largely responsible for 
the Bolshevism. Count Karolyi was the one who disor- 
ganized every safeguard of the law and order; under nis 
régime, crimes of all sorts were committed by the whole- 
sale. He ordefed the release of Bela Kun and his Bolshe- 
vist gang from the prison, and gave the Government over 
to them without any opposition. While he and his wife 
were living unmolested during the Bolshevist régime, 
inanv rovalists were executed. 

This precions pair were permitted to leave Hungary 
quite unmolested by the Bolsheviki, and after the ‘all 
of the Bolshevist régime in Hungary. the Count was ex- 
pelled from Italy and Jugoslavia as 4 pe id agent of Lenine.
